There is a good deal of talk about such a 
thing just now, but it ie well understood that 
po such Jaw can be put on the statute books 
et the present time and probably not for 
many a long day tocome. Several senators 
have relieved themselves of a good deal of 
buncombe intended for consumption by their 
constituents, but most of them know they 
are perfectly safe, and many of them would 
be frightened to death if they thought there 
was the slightest prospect of an income tax 
being voted by congress at the present time. 

The senate might adopt such an amend- 
ment, although that is hardly probable. 
Even if it did the amendment could not pass 
the house under present conditions without 
opening up a fierce debate which would post- 
pone action on the tariff for monthe and 
possibly indefinitely. 


DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


AN INSIDIOUS FOE. 

Consumption is usually an insidious dis- 
ease, slow in its development and taking 
considerable time, often months, before any 
material changes in the bodily health of the 
patient are manifest. Then only will come 
the noticeable loss of vigor and appetite, 
decrease in weight, and more or less cough- 
ing, which are its characteristic symptoms. 

The important matter is that of early 
diagnosis. The sooner the curative treat- 
ment is begun the more certain it is that 
the patient will recover. There is no need 
either that there be change of climate. Con- 
sumption can be cured as easily and as cer- 
tainly in Illinois as in New Mexico. Good 
food, fresh air, and sunshine are the princi- 
pal agencies that will do the work, 


Effort of Cummins Earnest. 


Some senators, like Mr. Cummins of Iowa, 
honestly believe in an income tax and would 
vote for it at the present time because they 
think the revenues under the proposed tariff 
pill will be a great disappointment. Mr. Al- 
drich has suggested that the judiciary com- 
mittee should look into the matter and re- 
port next winter whether a constitutional 
fncome tax law can be drawn, and, if so, 
whether there is any need for the revenues it 


Unfortunately for those who believe the 
United States should resort to a tax on in- 
eomes as an ordinary means of raising reve- 
pue, there are several things in the way, and 
the senators composing the judiciary com- 
mittee understand that probably better thin 
anybody else. First of al) is the position 
taken by the United States Supreme court. 
Its decision is as good law today as it ever 
was. That is to say, the principles laid 
down by the Supreme court are for the pres- 
ent at least the supreme law of the land. 
It makes no difference whether the court 
was unanimous or not, its decision is final 
pp same court chooses to reverse it- 


Many able lawyers bélieve the income tax 
law of 1894 should have been held constitu- 
tional. Others have the contrary opinion. 
Others think the 1804 law might be amended 
insuch a way as to be approved by the court. 
The only way to find out whether the court 
has changed its views as the result of an 
infusion of new blood or whether the last 
income tax law can be amended so as to pass 
muster is to pass a new law of the same gen- 
eral character and have it tested in the 
gourts until the Supreme court once more 
fenders an opinion. 


Bending to Federal Courts. 


In the meantime the existing decision Is 
as binding upon any federal court in the 
Pnited States as if it were made yesterday. 
The difficulty is that in the two decisions 
rendered by the Supreme court knocking out 
the income tax broad principles were applied 
The law was not found wanting because of 
bosely drawn language. The court did not 
split up on technicalities, nor was the income 
tax assailed because congress had failed to 
é certain things. 

On the contrary, the Supreme court at- 
tacked the general principle of the income 
tax. In several particulars it was declared 
to be repugnant to the constitutional pro- 
vision which prohibits the levying of a direct 
tax except in proportion to population. The 
court did not go to the extent of declaring 
ery feature of the law unconstitutional. 
It attacked certain sections which were vital, 
and when they were ruled out the rest of the 
law fell of its own weight. 

Uniess there were a pressing demand for 
more revenue an income tax law could not 
pesibly be passed through both houses of 
Congress, except as the result of a long 
agitation on that single subject. In the 
first Place, the advocates of the law differ 
With each other greatly as to the important 
features. In spite of the experience of Great 
Britain, which has found the income tax a

Memorandum Notes on Which 
Loans Were Made Compared 
by Judge Baker to 


Forgeries. 


“ Never before In the history of banking 
has there been a case where the officers of 
a national bank have used the funds of the 
bank with such e lavish hand to bolster up 
the enterprises owned and controlled by the 
president as did John R. Walsh use the money 
belonging to the depositors of the Chicago 
National bank.” 

Fletcher Dobyns, special counsel for the 
government in the prosecution of Walsh, made 
this statement yesterday during the course 
of his argument before Judges Grosscup, 
Seaman, and Baker of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals. He was replying to 
the argument made earlier in the day by 
John 8. Miller of Mr. Walsh's counsel, in 
which exception was taken to the form of 
the indictment, to many of the rulings of the 
lower court, and to the instructions of Judge 
Anderson to the jury. 

John R. Walsh was not in court during the 
arguments, in fact, the only member of his 
family there was Orville Babcock, a son-in- 
law, who came over in the afternoon to listen 
to the government’s plea. Walsh was well 
represented by counsel, however, including 
John 8. Miller, Merritt Starr, Edward Cc. 
Ritsher, Thornton M. Pratt, and George A. 
Miller. The government was represented by 
Mr. Dobyns, Assistant District Attorney Rob- 
ert W. Childs, Francis Hanchett, National 
Bank Examiner L. M. Gray, and former Ex- 
aminer Edward P. Moxey. 


Judge Hits Memorandum Notes. 

In the early part of his argument Mr. Miller 
attacked the indictments, and his statements 
regarding the Walsh system of borrowing 
on memorandum notes brought forth com- 
ments from, Judge Baker icating that he 
did not accept Mr. Miller’s line of argument. 

“You will admit,’’ said Judge Baker. 
“that the president of a national bank can- 
not give away $50,000 without the knowledge 
of the bank without its being a misappro- 
priation, don’t you?” 

* Yes,”’ replied Mr. Miller. 

**But you would say that the man who 
wanted the money could go to the banker 
and the banker would say to him: ‘ Well, I 
can't give you that amount of money, but if 
you come in with a blank piece of paper and 
put somebody's name on it—make It a forged 
note-—and bring with it some security, I will 
let you have the money.’ He can’t directly 
give the money away, but he can ao it Mdl- 
rectly by means of a memorandum note.” 


Miller Switches His Plea. 

“Well, we are getting into a field of dis- 
cussion that is hardly in point,”' said mr. 
Miller. 

“ Well, that is what the indictment really 
charges in this case, isn’t it?’’ 

* Practically that, yes.” 

“Then why do you complain that its 
charges are not specific or clear?’ 

After further discussion Mr. Miller discon- 
tinued his plea on the insufficiency of the 
indictment, stating that the insufficiency of it 
is only one of the points relied upon for a re- 
versal of Judge Anderson. 

“To save a loan of $100,000 which Mr. 
Walsh had made for the bank to a company 
which was unable to meet its obiigation,”’ Mr. 
Dobyns went on in answering Mr. Miller, “‘the 
president of the bank advanced out of the 
banks funds, first, $300,000 on syndicate cer- 
tificates to buy up the Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan railroad and took as security at 90 cents 
on the dollar $500,000 of the bonds of the com- 
pany which the syndicate purchased at 20 to 
25 cents on the dollar and which had not paid 
interest for five years. 


Attacks Excuses of Walsh. 


“I submit that their position is not ten- 
able, that these vast sums of money were not 
really used fon the purpose as stated by 
Mr. Walsh to save the bank from losses 
which would have been sustained if he had 
not invested more money in the enterprises. 

“If the national banks of the country are 
to be saved in this way, there would not be 
many national banks left. This was a story 
invented on the spur of the moment, when 
the defendant stood face to face with indict- 
ments, and no such explanation had ever 
been thought of prior to that time. 

‘The courts have held that where an offi- 
cer of a bank has acted in good faith, and 
has expended the moneys of the bank for the 
sole purpose of benefiting the stockholders, 
if he fails, it is a misfortune and nota fraud. 
But the courts have also held that an offi- 
cer of a bank cannot serve two masters, and 
if he takes the bank’s money and uses it not 
for the benefit of the stockholders, but for 
himself or his personal enterprises, then the 
courts have held it is a fraudulent use of the 
money.” 

Argument for the Defense. 

Mr. Miller in presenting his arguments laid 
great stress upon certain remarks and rul- 
ings made by Judge Anderson, the trial 
judge. He read many pages of the printed 
record, showing places where Judge Ander- 
son had dealt peremptorily with attorneys 
for the defense, telling them to sit down, or 
to cease arguing and keep still, and even 
threatening to discipline them if they did not 
follow his instructions. 

*“* We submit that the court’s remarks were 
uncalled for,” said Mr. Miller. 

Going into the question of facts, Mr. Miller 
said: 

“The bank made no loss by the various 
transactions involved in these expenditures. 
Take the Illinois Southern loan; the books 
show that the loan was paid at maturity by 
the giving of another note, and it kept on 
paying the notes as they came due by the 
same means until the bank went into liquide- 
tion on Dec. 18, 1905." 

Corrected by Judge Grosscup. 

Mr. Miller started to cite the decision of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals in the Hibbard case, 
which the Walsh attorneys contented wag a 
great victory for them. Judge Grosscup, 
however, interrupted him and said: 

‘* What the court held in that case was that 
where the act was shown to be indifferent— 
that is, neither distinctly good nor bad—then 
the intent of the defendent must be proved 
beyond a question.” 

After that Mr. Miller dropped the Hibbard 


case and took up the question of Judge An- } 


derson's ruling to the jury.

McClellan Says He'll Close Sab- 
bath Amusements Hereafter. 


PURITANIZING TO BE FOUGHT 


Bingham Backs Mayor’s Decision After 
They Talk It Over. 


New York, May 20.—[Special.]—There was 
consternation today among showmen and 
amusement proprietors who have millions in- 
vested in Coney island, when Mayor McClel- 
lan declared that none of the island's places 
of amusement the operation of which in- 
volves labor will be permitted to do business 
on Sundays hereafter. 

“It is the law,” said the mayor in voicing 
his determination to close all such resorts, 
‘that Sunday shall be a day of rest and that 
the only work done on that day shall be 
works of necessity or charity. The law is the 
law and I am here to enforce it.”’ 


Puritanizing to Be Fought. 

Strict enforcement of the Sunday law, un- 
less modified by injunctions obtained by 
showmen, will inflict severe loss upon all who 
have capital invested at the popular beach 
r@ort. The Coney Island showmen are loud 
in their denunciation of the mayor's atti- 
tude, and Frederic Thompson, manager of 
Luna park and one of the men most vitally 
affected by the mayor’s decision, declared 
tonight that he would fight the puritanising 
of Coney Island by every means in his power. 

McClellan insists that all licenses issued 
in future to showmen at Coney and other 
seaside resorts shall] have a clause inserted 
to the effect that the license is not good for 
Sunday. As the greater number of these 
licenses, which are issued for a year, expire 
at about this time, the attitude taken by the 
mayor means the show owners must accept 
renewals on condition that they do not do 
business on Sunday or no new licenses will be 
issued to them. 


Wants Ruling from Courts.

DOWNSTATE NOT A FOE. 


Finance Measures Affect Smaller 
Places as Much as They 
Do Chicago. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., May 20.—[Special.j—It is 
now up to Chicago to strike for whatever the 
city can obtain in the way of enabling legis- 
lation from the dying legislature. At pres- 
ent writing that all is contained in the bond 
bills and the possible amendment to the cities 
and villages act. Success of the latter pos- 
sibility will permit Chicago to proceed with 
its heavy program of subway construction, 
harbor building, and Chicago river improve- 
ment. 

The Chicago men who are on the ground be- 
lieve the chance of securing the passage of 
the bond bille is better than ever. The main 
reason is that the bills affect the downstate 
cities as much as they do Chicago. 

Referendum on the bond issues is assured, 
is the belief tonight, and all heads are work- 
ing together to perfect a referendum Dill 
which will travel) rapidly. Perfect agreement 
has not been reached as to the terms of the 
referendum measure. It is partially framed 
and it is the intention to start it through the 
legislature on Tuesday. With the referen- 
dum measure in sight it is probable the sen- 
ate revenue committee will] report out favor- 
ably the bond bills which already have passed 
the house. 


Salvage from Charter Ready. 

The amendments to @he cities and villages 
act, which are to be pushed through the legis- 
lature if possible as salvage from @e charter 
wreck, were completed today by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Clyde L. Day and have 
received the tentative approval of the men 
who can put them through the senate and 
house. 

The amendments are to be attached to sen- 
ate bill 213, which is to be considered tomor- 
row afternoon by the house committee on 
municipal corporations, of which Represen- 
tative Fred E. Erickson of Chicago is chair- 
man. 

There are three amendments to which the 
city government now pins its chances of 
securing power which it feels is an absolute 
necessity for the proper and safe discharge 
of the city’s business. 


Text of the Amendments. 


The full text of the amendments which 
have been prepared follows: 

Amend senate bill 218 in house by striking out al! 
of paragraph 28 and insert in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

‘* 28. To construct and keep in repair bridges and 
viaducts and regulate the use thereof; and to con- 
struct, maintein, use, and operate tunnels and sub- 
ways in and under the streets, alleys, and public 
places and ip, across, or under any rivers, canals, 
lakes, or public waters in any city or villege; and 
to acquire by purchase, condemnation, or otherwise 
any lands, rights, or property or any -interests 
therein necessary or appropriate for the construc- 
tion, maintenance, use, or operation of any such 
tunnel or subway. 

‘* The corporate authorities of any such city or 
village may grant the right to use any such tunnels 
or subways to any street railway or other public 
utility corporation upon such terms and conditions 
as said corporate authorities may by ordinance 
prescribe, subject, however, to the same terms, 
conditions, and limitations as are now or may be 
hereafter prescribed by law for the granting of 
consent by such corporate authorities to the use of 
public highways, streets, elleys, and public places 
by such street raflway or other public utility cor- 
porations, respectively." 

Amend senate bil! 213 in house by striking out all 
of paragraph 32 and insert in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: , 

** 32. To acquire, construct, maintain, improve, 
repair, and operate or lease harbors, harbor im- 
provements, wharves, docks, levees, and landing 
places, and in connection therewith elevators, 
warehouses, vaults, and al! other necessary or ap- 
propriate appurtenances, including tracks and 
terminal facilities, and for that purpose to take 
possession of, reclaim, and occupy any submerged 
lands the title to which is in the state of Illinois and 
which are under any waters within the limits or 
jurisdiction of or bordering upon such city or vil- 
lage, and for that purpose also to acquire by pur- 
chase, condemnation, or otherwise all necessary or 
appropriate lands, rights, and property, including 
riparian rights and all other rights in lande, wheth- 
er the same be owned or held by public or private 
owners. ; 

‘‘ The right hereby granted to cities and villages 
to take possession of, reclaim, and occupy sub- 
merged lands for the purposes aforesaid shall be 
superior to and shall take precedence over any 
right, grant, or license heretofore granted by or 
under the authority of the state of Illinois to any 
person, firm, or corporation to take possession of, 
reclaim, or occupy such submerged lands or any 
part thereof and in so far as such right, grant, or 
license has nat been exercised by such grantee or 
licensee by taking possession, occupying, or re- 
claiming such submerged lands at the time of the 
passage of this act the said rights, grants, or 
licenses and each and every thereof are hereby 
revoked. 

‘* No person, firm, or corporation shall constrdét 
any harbor, harbor improvement, wharf, dock, 
levee, landing place, track or terminal facilities, 
or other structure in, over, or upon any submerged 
land the title to which ie in the state of Illinois 
within the limits of jurisdiction of, adjacent to, or 
bordering upon any incorporated city or village 
withous first securing the consent of the corporate 
authorities of such city or village, which consent 
may be granted upon such terms and cond#tions as 
such corporate authorities may prescribe.’’ 

Amend senate bill 213 in house by striking out all 
of paragraph 38 and insert in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

‘*38. To maintain, improve, control, and regu- 
late harbors and tributary navigable streams and 
canals, to regulate their use, to regulate the towing 
of vessels, and the opening and passing of bridges.’’ 


Leaders.of Houses Confer. 


There was a conference tonight between 
the house and senate leaders and the repre- 
sentatives of the city administration who 
are on the ground, and it was practically 
agreed to push the amendments as strongly 
and as rapidly as possible. They are genera) 
in their nature, and if incorporated into the 
cities and viilages act will apply to all cities 
and villages in the state, and do not require 
a referendum vote of the people, becoming 
operative July 1, if enacted and signed by 
the governor. 

That the proposed amendments will meet 
with bitter oppositicn, in the house at least, 
is foreordained, the old anti-Chicago cry be- 
ing raised already. 

It is the program to have the committee on 
municipal corporations report in the bill with 
the foregoing amendments on Tuesday and 
pass it on Wednesday if possible. The sen- 
ate will have Thursday, Friday, and Satur- 
day to get it out of the way. : 

The anti-Chicago cry was raised today in 
the house judiciary committee, when the 
English restriction resolution limiting the 
legislative representation to one-third of the 
general assembly was reported out favorably 
by a vote of 16 to 14, the being 
Chicago against the rest of the state.

The men who opposed it declared it to be 
drawn in the interests of the “ brewers’ 
trust ’’ and against the codperative brewers, 
and this charge, made specifically by Repre- 
sentative Hruby, caused trouble between 
him and Representative Chiperfield, in the 
course of which trouble Mr. Chiperfield pro- 
ceeded to the extreme lengths of pariia- 
mentary language in saying exactly what he 
thought of Mr. Hruby. 

Amendments Still More Rigorous. 

Before the bill got past second reading it 
was amended on the motion of Representa- 
tive Hull in such a way as to make it still 
more rigorous. The Hull amendments pre- 
vent the issuance of a saloon license where 
the building in which the saloon Is located is 
owned or leased. by any one connected with 
a brewery or where any agent or member of 
a brewery or distillery has a mortgage on the 
property or a chattel mortgage on the fur- 
nishings or bar fixtures. 

In this amended form the bill went to third 
reading. It was the contention of Repre- 
sentative Anton J. Cermak and other legis- 
lators who usually take the floor against 
anti-saloon legislation that the bill, however 
praiseworthy its purpose might be, operated 
merely to the benefit of the ‘“‘ brewery trust ”’ 
as against the mutual or cotperative brew- 
ers who, owning.saloons first, have gone into 
the business of brewing their own beer. 

All Within Operation Now. 

It was to get around this objection that 
Mr. Hull drew hig amendments, which 
would bring all breweries and distilleries 
within the operation of the proposed act if 
they attempt to set a saloonkeeper up in 
business, pay his license, and then try to 
hold any security for the investment they 
have made. 

The difficulty of tracing the relationship 
of the brewery or distillery to the ostensi- 
ble owner of the saloon was admitted, but 
the Hull amendments are designed to make 
it almost impossible for the manufacturer 
to retain any sort of connection with the rum 
shop without being detected, unless the 
manufacturer wishes to place a greater con- 
fidence in human honesty than usually pre- 
vails in commercial transactions. 

When Mr. Chiperfield Exploded. 

The events leading up to the explosion of 
Mr. Chiperfielld were started by the motion 
of Representative Cermak to strike the en- 
acting clause out of the bill. Mr. Chiperfield 
jumped to the defense immediately. 

Chiperfield described the methods by which 
the breweries force saloons into localities 
by sending an agent to open a rum shop, and 
declared this practice to be the one which 
aroused the greatest opposition against the 
liquor interests in rural and village com- 
munities. 

Representative Hruby, in asserting that the 
statements of Chiperfield would apply if it 
were not that “the bill hit only at the co- 
operative brewers,” said: 

“I cannot give you all the details, because 
I received them in confidence, but I am privi- 
leged to inform this house that this bill 
originated with the brewery trust and is 
being backed by it.”’ 

‘Does the gentleman mean to say I am 
connected in any way with an attempt on 
the part of the brewery trust to secure legis- 
lation?’’ Mr. Chiperfield asked. 

“You own conscience can answér that 
question,”’ Hruby replied. 

“If the gentleman means what is con- 
tained in that intimation,”’ shouted Chiper- 
field, “allow me to inform him that his 
statements are wilifully, knowingly, abso- 
lutely, and damnably false, and are known 
to him to be so. Further than that I cannot 
go at this time, but anything which parlia- 
mentary usage requires me to omit his im- 
agination readly can supply."’

BLAME PUT ON OGLESBY. 


Mrs. MeCulloch Thinks Leader of 
the Upper House Was Un- 
fair in Decisions. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., May 20.—({Special.]—Votes 
for women in Illinois, for the present at least, 
met disaster in the senate this morning, al- 
though the bill escaped passage by just one 
vote. If Senator Rainey’s horse had not had 
an accident and thereby delayed the arrival 
of the senator the house would be wrestling 
with the problem 

Senator Billings called up the bill in the 
morning séssion and it went to a roll call so 
soon as a brief colloquy between Senators 
Billings and Jandus could be completed. 
The vote was 25 to 17, one short of the con- 
stitutional majority necessary. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch of 
Evanston was the only suffragist leader who 
was in the senate chamber when the vote 
was taken. She ascribes to Lieut. Gov. Og- 
lesby the @nal fate of the Billings bill. She 
learned Senator Rainey had been among the 
missing and that had he been on the job the 
twenty-sixth vote would have been recorded 
for the bill. He came in a bit later, and there- 
upon Justice McCulloch sought to secure a 
reconsideration of the vote. 


Gallantry of Dailey Fails. 

Senator John Dalley was the gallant sena- 
tor who undertook the job, urged on by Mrs. 
Dailey. Twice he attempted to get recogni- 
tion from the lieutenant governor and twice 
he was ruled out of order. The third tine 
the Peoria senator tried it was just as {tye 
whistles were tooting the noon hour. Sena- 
tor Dailey was making himself completely 
heard upon the reconsideration when the 
lieutenant governor ordered the senate fod 
proceed to the house to participate in the 
senatorial joint balloting. Senator Dailey 
continued his remarks while the senators 
started the trip across the rotunda. 

When the senate returned from the sena- 
torial festivities Senator Dailey was recog- 
nized for his reconsideration motion by the 
HNeutenant governor. Everybody expected it 
to be passed and a fresh roll call upon the bill. 
The senators were directed to rise, and from 
where the secretary of the senate was stand- 
ing it seemed 22 against reconsideration and 
21 fora fresh vote. 

“ The motion to reconsider is lost and the 
bill is dead,’’ declared Mr. Oglesby.

SENATE AIDS “TEN HOUR” BILL 


Measure to Give Women Workers 
Shorter Day Passed. 


—- 


NEW CUT MAY BE ASKED. 


Labor Lobby Well Pleased with Victory 
Over Manufacturers. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, I1l., Ma} 20.—[Special.]—Organ- 
ized labor was victorious this morning in the 
senate when it succeeded in pushing througb 
to passage the ‘‘ten hour” bill, placing a 
maximum of ten hours upon the time that 
women can be employed daily in manufac- 
tories and laundries. The lobby of women 
labor leaders hailed the result as a decisive 
victory over the Ilinols Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, which has fought the Dill all 
through its legislative career. 

The fight is now carried to the house, where 
it is the strong hope of the labor forces that 
the senate bill will be amended 80 as to place 
the maximum at eight hours instead of ten. 
The vote in the senate was 40 for the bill and 
none in opposition. 

Senator Henson of Decatur, the labor sen- 
ator, made the only speech on the floor on 
the bill, talking vigorously and sometimes 
bitterly at what he termed the oppression of 
the capitalist classes at the expense of de- 
fenseless women. There were no speeches 
on the other side of the matter. 


Everybody Gets Into Line. 

Upon the first call of the roll there was a 
bare constitutional majority for the bill, 
which had been called up by Senator Jones of 
Chicago, but so soon as it was learned that 
the measure had enough votes everybody got 
into line and the affirmative vote apparently 
was unanimous 80 far ae those senators pres- 
ent, were concerned. 

The bill had been amended t!n the senate 
committee so as to make the maximum of 
daily toil eight hours instead of ten, but yes- 
terday Senator Jones had asked to have the 
committee amendment defeated, which was 
done by a vote of 26 to 2, It was the quasi- 
understanding this morning that the action 
of Senator Jones restoring the ten hour pro- 
vision was in the nature of a compromise be- 
tween the manufacturers and the working 
women’s representatives here. 

This report hardly stands investigation, 
since it is understood in most quarters that 
the organized manufacturing interests are 
opposed to any sort of legislation such as the 
Jones bill, while on the other hand it is 
learned that the labor people beliewe eight 
hours to be the reasonable time limit which 
the law should stipulate. 


Labor Lobby Is Satisfied. 

The lobby in behalf of the original eight 
hour bill expressed its satisfaction, however, 
that any sort of @ bill had been passed by the 
senate. . 

‘*We are mighty glad to get the ten hour 
provision,” they said after the senate action, 
“but it is only a beginning. The law is con- 
stitutional, of that we have no doubt, al- 
though we appreciate that the senate bill wil! 
have to push through the house and that 
there will be a long, hard fight before the 
state Supreme court acts upon its constitu- 
tionality.” 

The bill as passed by the senate is declared 
to be an exact duplicate of the Oregon law, 
upon which the United States Supreme court 
has passed favorably, according to the state- 
ments of the labor representatives. 


ASSETS OF BOOTH & CO. SOLD. 


Only One Bid Is Made, Being for One 
Million and Coming from the Re- 
organization Committee. 


The final chapter in the history of the old 
corporation of A. Booth & Co. was closed 
yesterday when Receiver W. J. Chalmers, 
acting under the order of United States 
Circuit Judge Peter 8. Grosscup, sold the en- 
tire assets of the old company for $1,000,000 
at the Clark street entrance of the county 
building.

The boiler coming in contact with the wires 
became charged with electricity, and for 
several minutes there was a dazzling display 
of pyrotechnics. 

Ribbons of red, green, and blue flame shot 
hither and thither, and myriads of electric 
sparks added to the grandeur of the show. 

Cab horses standing nearby were fright- 
enéd by the sputtering wires, and the drivers 
of two rigs narrowly escaped being killed 
in rescuing their animals from being electro- 
cuted. 


Driver Has Close Call. 

The driver of the truck hauling the huge 
boiler eprang from his seat, and he, too, 
had a close call for his life. One of the 
broken wires swung within six inches of his 
head as he leaped to the street. 

Several policement guarded the crossing 
until the arrival of the street car wrecking 
wagon. Both broken wires were cut, leav- 
ing a space of about fifty feet. This space 
was “jumped” by cars getting a good start 
before striking the wireless part.

IN FIRMS ASSETS. 


House Passes Measure Intend- 
ed to Protect Creditors 
of Concerns. 


JAIL SENTENCE PROVIDED 


Proposed Increase in Cook Coun- 
ty Salaries Also Indorsed 
in the Lower Body. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .} 

Springfield, Ill., May 20.—The house ‘ oday 
passed a bill reported out by the judiciary 
committee amending the act to punish mis- 
representation of assets or Mabilities so as to 
cover misrepresentation by any officer or 
member of a firm or corporation. 

The present law has been. construed to be 
inoperative as to the member or officer of a 
firm or corporation who misrepresents the 
assets of that firm or corporation and there- 
by defrauds persons or institutions extending 
credit on the representations made them. 

The bill was introduced by Representative 
ApMadoc and was induced by the Booth 
failure. Booth was indicted both for con- 
spiracy and under the law penalizing mis- 
representation of assets, but it is the opinion 
of lawyers backing the amended measure 
which the house passed today that the pres- 
ent act does not cover the case. 


Jail Sentence One Year. 

Originally the new measure proposed to 
hold agents and employés responsible, as well 
as members and officers of firms and corpora- 
tions, but the opposition produced by the 
effort to include them was so great that they 
were eliminated. Originally it was intended 
to increase the jail sentence to ten years, but 
when the bill was on second reading it was 
thought best to reduce it to one year. 

It is provided in the measure as passed by 
the house that any person who makes mis- 
representation knowingly of his assets and 
liabilities, or of those of a firm or corpora- 
tion of which he is a member or officer, in 
writing and signed hy himself, and thereby 
Obtains credit for himself or for such firm 
or corporation and defrauds any person of 
money, shall be liable to a fine of $2,000 and 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceed- 
ing one year, and shall be sentenced to re- 
turn the money fraudulently obtained if it 
can be done. Senator Hay will take charge of 
the bill in the senate. 

Representative Fieldstack’s bill increasing 
the salaries of the Cook county officers was 
passed. It seeks to give $9,000 a year to the 
clerk of the Circuit court, the Superior court, 
the County court, the coroner, and the re- 
corder of deeds. The sheriff's salary is fixed 
at$9.960a year. That of the county treasurer 
is $4,000. The act provides that these sal- 
aries shall be the only compensation received 
by the clerks of the courts. 

The house also passed Representative 
Lederer’s bill for the safeguarding of 
hazardous and dangerous machinery in spite 
of protests that it endangered the whole pro- 
gram for such legislation. 


‘Senate Passes Safety Bill. 

The senate has passed the safety bill, which 
was drawn by the industrial commission, and 
it now is in the house. It is an “ agreed” 
measure, backed by the manufacturers of the 
state. The commission which.presented it 
was appointed by the governor, in accord- 
ance with an act of the legislature. It pro- 
vides not only for the safeguarding of ma- 
chinery, but also for the sanitation and ven- 
tilation of workshops. 

Mr. Lederer’s explanation for his action 
in pushing ahead his bill instead of accepting 
the senate bill is that the senate measure 
contains a “joker” in the provision that a 
mechanic must inspect daily the machinery 
which he uses and report any defects to his 
foreman. : 

Representative Adkins’ bill to prevent 
monopolies in dairy and farm products was 
passed, It prohibits any pergon, firm, or cor- 
poration from discriminating between differ- 
ent localities of the state in the price paid 
for such products for the purpose of creating 
a monopoly, and provides a fine of from §500 
to $1.000 for violation.

HEAD OF CONCERN WILLING. 


Declares Corporation Does Not Fear 
Serutiny by City. 


Ald. Michael Zimmer, Democratic leader of 
the city council and a member of the com- 
mittee on harbors, wharves, and bridges, yes- 
terday announced an intention of obtaining 
a thorough understanding of all the rights on 
the river and the lake front of the Pugh 
Terminal company—the corporation propos- 
ing the construction of three piers north of 
the river. 

“There have been so many stories afloat 
about this and that sort of grant to the com- 


j pany,” he explained, “ that the harbor com- 


mittee will go into the whole matter thor- 
oughly.’”’ 

The latest rumors were to the effect that 
the corporation through its predecessors had 
been the beneficiary of switch track ordi- 
nances of great value. Some of which are 
revocable by the city in the event that the 
company is not amenable to reason in any 
dispute over its rights through the charter of 
the Chicago Dock and Canal company. 


Willing to Meet Demands. 

James A. Pugh, president of the corpora- 
tion, reaffirmed his declaration that there 
was no phase of the company’s status that 
would not bear scrutiny. He added that he 
was willing to meet the city on fair grounds 
at all times. 

“If the city wants us to give up our rights 

at street stub ends, we are willing to do so,” 
he said. ‘‘ We'll stop our lighterage business 
and let the city listen to the how! that will 
go up from the merchants. The railroads 
have issued tariffs to absorb our lighterage 
charges, against which there has been no 
protest whatever. 
“That feature is one of the most im- 
portant in our harbor plan. With the city’s 
consent we can provide facilities through 
car ferries that will land a freight car in any 
part of the city in a few hours, instead of the 
several days now required.” 


Explains Foreman’s Status. - 

Mr. Pugh said that, so far as he knew, Ald. 
Milton J. Foreman had had no hand in the 
affairs of the Pugh Terminal company, and 
that his only connection with any company 
in any way’related or associated with it had 
been some legal business in the organization 
of the Chicago Lighterage company. Atthat 
time Mr. Pugh and his associates had no con- 
nection with the company. Since they ac- 
quired it Ald. Foreman has had no part in 
their business. 

On his return from Springfield Ald. Fore- 
man made a similar statement. He said that 
his firm completed the organization of the 
lighterage company as regular legal busi- 
ness and then wiped its hands of the matter. 


BARES PHASES OF GRAFT CASE; 
SPRECKELS AGAIN ON STAND. 


San Francisco Man Says He Personally 
Gave $138,000 of the Tota] Sum 
for Prosecuting Trials. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 20.—Many a 
phase of the municipal graft prosecution, 
hitherto kept secret, was made public today 
during the bribery trial of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Railroads. 

Rudolph Spreckels, who admitted covering 
a portion of the graft prosecution expense, 
again testified. In a summary offered in 
evidence it was declared that the total sub- 
scriptions received from all! sources amount- 
ed to $213,391, all of which had been ex- 
pended. Mr. Spreckels testified that he had 
personally given $138,478 of this amount. 
John Helms, the detective called yesterday 
as a witness for the prosecution, submitted to 
cross examination earlier in the day and re- 
viewed many of the charges he had pre- 
ferred against Patrick Calhoun and William 
M. Abbott, by whom he is alleged to have 
been employed in aconfidential capacity. He 
declared today that he entered the employ 
of William J. Burns and the prosecution in 
November, 1908, and that he drew pay from 
both sides from November until the following 
February by virtue of fresh employment 
given him by Mr. Abbott. 


WARSHIP VISITS AT NATCHEZ. 


Great Crowds Turn Out to Welcome the 
Mississippi When It Comes 
Up the River. 


Natchez, Miss., May 20.—When the anchors 
rattled over the bow before this picturesque 
city today one-half the journey of the battle- 
ship Mississippi had been completed. 

The jackies, in snow white uniforms, 
manned the rails and were gazed at curious- 
ly by the immense throngs upon the shore. 
The boats, steamers, ferries, and factories 
ashore turned loose their whistles. The war- 
ship answered the salute with its siren and 
dipped its colors.

Taft Asks for Political Toler- 


ance, Not Expecting, 
~ Party Revolution. 


EXPLAINS HIS ACTIONS. 


Tells Charlotte, N. C., Audience 
Appointment. of Democrat 
Merely Aids Service. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 20.—President Taft 
came today to Charlotte, the home of the 
Mecklenburg declaration of independence, 
signed in May of 1775, and placed himeelf 
squarely on the side of those who look back 
upon this declaration one of the first sig- 
nificant steps which Jed ultimately to Amert- 
can independence. 

In his address to the people of North Caro- 
fina late in the day the president clearly ex- 
plained his policy toward the south. Hisown 
recent appointment of a Democrat to the 
federal bench in this state gave him an oppor- 
tunity to expand upon his previously ex- 
pressed views. Mr. Taft urged again the ad- 
yVisability of an intelligent, logical opposition 
party. 

“I do not believe that we are on the point 
of a political revolution in the south,” said 
the president; “I never have had such a 
dream. What I do desire and believe we are 
on the eve of is a complete tolerance of opinion 
and that there shall grow into respect and 
power an intelligent fighting opposition party 
in each @tate of the union.” 


Storm and Flash of Powder.

While the 
confusion was at its height, and to add to the 
tense situation, there was a blinding flash of 
flame and a loud report not fifty yards from 
where the president stood. It developed 
later that a quantity of black powder which 
was to have been used for saluting purposes 
had been prematurely ignited. No one was 
injured either in the explosion or in the crush 
about the reviewing stand. 


Meets Mrs. ‘“Stonewall’’ Jackson. 

The president received quite a drenching 
and for a time it seemed that the frail can- 
vas covering of the reviewing stand would 
tumble about the heads‘of those beneath. 
Among these was Mrs. “ Stonewall’ Jack- 
son. When-she had met Mr. Taft earlier in 
the day she had earnestly exclaimed: 

“I am indeed delighted to know the har- 
monizer of all our hearts.”’ 

President Taft spoke twice during the day. 

first in the Charlotte auditorium at 4:30 p. 
m. & Then he was driven two miles out of 
the city and spoke to the colored students of 
Biddle university. 
There was a public reception to the presi- 
dent tonight, and he left on a late train for 
Washington, where he is due to arrive short- 
ly before noon tomorrow. 

Among the guests on the platform at the 
auditorium when the president was speak- 
ing of his belief in the Mecklenburg declara- 
tion was Maj. J. C. Hemphill, an editor of 
Charleston, 8S. C., who recently, in paying 
his compliments te Speaker Cannon. de- 
clared: ‘He was born in North Carolina, 
the home of the Mecklenburg myth, which 
President Taft is to celebrate, I am sorry to 
say.”’ 


Story at Hemphill’s Expense. 

The president told an amusing story at the 

expense of Maj. Hemphill, which was greeted 
with shouts of laughter and was enjoyed by 
all, including the editor himself. 
** We are here,’’ said the president, “ to ce}- 
ebrate a declaration of independence, regard- 
less of the fact that there are some unre- 
generate persons in South Carolina and else- 
where that for various motives have cast 
doubt upon the claim.” 

The president declared that the man who 
came to Charlotte and was not willing to 
accept the Mecklenburg declaration in full 
reminded him of the Tipperary Irishman 
who was tried for murder after he had hit 
his opponent a fatal blow with a blackthorn. 
It developed at the trial] that the victim had 
a paper or very thin skull. Consequently 
the defendant was convicted only of man- 
slaughter. When sentence céme to be passed 
the convicted man was asked if he had any- 
thing to say. 

“No, your honor,” he replied, according to 
Mr. Taft, “‘ but, your honor, I would like to 
ask wan quistion—what the divil was a man 
with a head like that doing in Tipperary?” 

President Taft declared that the important 
part of the Mecklenburg declaration as 
viewed from the standpoint of practical 
patriotism and statesmanship was not the 
general declarations as to the rights of man, 
but the practical! provision for a government 
which was to succeed that of Great Britain. 

The declaration, the president said, showed 
wisdom, self-reliance, and a willingness to 
accept the responsibility of maintaining @ 
government of law and order. 

The president defended his course in ap- 
pointing a Democratic federal judge and said 
his principal hope was to intain the high 
standing of the judiciary. e said it was no 
refiection on the Republicans of a district 
when he saw fit to appoint a Democrat. 

At the Biddle university the president 
urged the negroes to be industrious and 
make themselves valued members of the 
community.

to provide revenue enough, it will be abso- 
lutely indispensable that congress shall do 
something which will produce money at once. 

The opposition to the income tax is so great, 
as has been sald, that the new law could not 
possibly be passed without months and pos- 
sibly years of opposition. In the meantime the 
deficit would continue to grow and the only 
alternative would be a bond issue or else 
some entirely new provision for taxation 
which could be readily agreed upon. If oth- 
er means of taxation were resorted to the 
need for an income tax would disappear, so 
that the chance of passing such a law within 
the next year or two is extremely slight. 

There is another feature which has been 
entirely overlooked by a good many friends of 
the income tax. This system of raising rev- 
enue has been condemsed by the Supreme 
court. That tribunal has held the income tax 
in its main features unconstitutional. It 
had a good deal of trouble arriving at the 
decision, but the decision wag mad in two 
parts, each of which administered a blow to 
the income tax from which it could not re- 
cover. 


May Not Reach Supreme Court: 

As explained, the people are apt to forget 
this decision by the court of last resort is 
just as binding as if it had been delivered 
yesterday. Every federal court is bound to 
assume that any new income tax law which 
contains the genera! features of that passe4 
in 1804 is unconstitutional. An agreed case 
may be made up as a result of which the 
question might get before the Supreme court 
once more, but in the meantime, beyond al! 
doubt, it would be absolutely impossible to 
collect a cent of revenue under the new law 
except in case of the persons who were will- 
ing to pay the tax voluntarily. 

All the rich people who could afford to hire 
lawyers and all the corporations and big 
estates-naturally would refuse to pay the tax, 
even under protest. The administration of 
the law would come under the United States 
courts and they would be bound by the Su- 
preme court decision. 

This lack of any immediate revenue from 
‘an income tax is the one thing which is liable 


bill. At the best congress could not agree on 
so radical a departure from the existing 
methods of taxation until well along toward 
the end of the next session. 


Years of Waiting Necessary. 

It might then take one or two or three 
years to get a satisfactory decision from the 
Supreme court, and in the meantime, as has 
been explained, if there was any shortage of 
revenue it would be absolutely necessary to 
resort to other sources of taxation. If they 
produced revenue enough the principal ar- 
gument for an income tax would fall to the 
ground so far as the present emergency is 
concerned : 

For this reason it is entirely true, as I said 
at the outset, that people with large incomes 
need not worry for the present over the pos- 
sible imposition of an income tax. If such. 
a law is ever placed on the statute books it 
will be done on its merits and as a genera! 
principle, and not merely as a means of pro- 
viding revenue to make up the deficiencies of 
the tariff law. The time may come when the 
United States will be ready to turn to an 
income tax, but even then it will have to be 
carefully formulated and with full knowledge 
that it will be some time before it will pro- 
duce any revenue at all. 


FITCH TO BE NAVAL OFFICER.

WOULD PREVENT THEFTS. 


Federal Official Studies Methods 
of Defaulters, Finding 52 
Different Plans. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington; D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
As a result of a practical reorganization of 
the national bank examination system of the 
government the treasury department is con- 
fident it will be possible no longer for men 
of the type of John R. Walsh to loot finan- 
cial institutions under government or state 
‘control. 

Every officer and every depositor of a bank 
must have keen personal intereat in the pol- 
icy pursued by Lawrence O. Murray since 


der the new methods he has ina rated all 
bad or unsound features of g which 
could be thought of have been eradicated or 
guarded against. It does not follow, of 
course, that banking conditions generally 
were bad or unsafe. On the Other hand, most 
of the institutions, according to reports on 
file in the treasury department, were and are 
in a stable and flourishing condition. 

In making improvements in the national 
supervision of houses under the control of 
the government Mr. Murray had in mind the 
protection of depositors and the facilitating 
of henest banking. Incidentally, the meas- 
ures he has taken are expected to check the 
agitation of the last three years with refer- 
ence to national and state insurance of bank 
deposits. | 

Starts with Bank Examiners. 

In beginning his reorganization Mr. Mur- 
ray started with the bank examiners. He 
required them to take an oath of office, some- 
thing they never had done before. Then he 
insisted they should be placed under bond of 
$20,000 each. In order ‘hat they might be 
removed from temptzxtion he ordered all ex- 
aminers to pay any loans they had made with 
national banks. to resign from corporations 
which borrow from banks, and to enter into 
an agreement that they would not borrdéw 
money from banks themselves, nor own any 
bank stock nor be an officer of any corpora- 
tion likely to seek bank accommodation, nor 
engage in any kind of business whatsoever 
while holding office as examiners. In other 
words, he requires these men to devote all 
their time and all their energies to govern- 
ment business instead of making it, as ina 
number of instances in the past, a side line. 


\ Having acted in a way calculated to insure 


the integrity of the individual, Mr. Murray 
took steps to organize the bank examiners 
of the country into an independent force. 
He distributed the states among twelve dis- 
tricts, made the best examiners chairmen, 
and ordered the examiners in @ch district 
to hold two meetings annually for the pur- 
pose of discussing methods of examination, 
the condition of banks, undesirable borrow- 
ers, and the size of loans made. 


District Findings Are Interchanged. 

A copy of the report of the conference was 
handed to each examiner and sent to the 
chairmen of other districts and to the con- 
troller of the currency. Thus the controller 
and examiners al! over the country are in- 
formed as to conditions prevailing in a na- 
tional bank wherever it may be located. How 
important this is will be realized when it 
is known that some men, having borrowed 
every cent they could in their own commu- 
nity, placed loans a long distance away, thus 
making detection Cclifficult and the report as 
to the value of paper in the bank examined 
comparatively worthless. 

Mr. Murray also has directed the closest 
kind of cétperation between examiners of 
nationa! and examiners of state banks. When 
possible they make simultaneous inspections 
and immediately interchange views in regard 
to what they have found. Recently the con- 
troller directed codperation between the na-

efficiency into the management of the institu- 
tions. It certainly will enable the examiner 
to ascertain exactly the responsibility of 
makers and indorsers and the sufficiency: of 
all collateral held and the actual value of all 
assets of the bank. 

A reform in the office of the controller also 
has been’ made which is expected to bring 
good results. It has been the custom for 
years to have a corps of clerks in the reports 
division pass upon the examiners’ reports and 
note infractions of the law, departures from 
good banking practice, and anything which 
might justify criticism. For the purpose of 
facilitating the work of calling such matters 
to the attention of bank officers a “ form 
letter usually has been sent, which meant 
that the same language was used in condemn- 
ing a minor departmental requirement or a 
loan excessive by many thousands of dollars. 


To Criticise Each Case. 


Now the controller proposes to write letters 
of criticism according to the facts developed 
in each case. It also has been announced that 
besides writing letters the controller, in 
serious cases, will have an experienced ex- 
aminer make a thorough investigation. 

The controller also proposes to check the 
work of examiners through inspections by 
examiners at large, who will be sent unex- 
pectedly about the country to ascertain the 
fitness of the regular officials for their work, 
and also to examine any institutions which it 
mdy be considered advisable to investigate. 

Before a man receives an appointment as 
examiner in the future his past wil! be looked 
into thoroughly. Great care also is to be ex- 
ercised in granting applications for national 
charters. Whenever an application is re- 
ceived a report will be required upon the 
standing and qualifications of the applicants. 
Fully 30 per cent of the applications now re- 
ceived are rejected. The investigations made 
have developed that there exists corporations 
for the promotion of banks. Frequently these 
corporations decide who shall be officers of 
the institution, what methods shall be ob- 
served. where deposits shall be shipped, etc. 
The controller does not approve of such cor- 
porations and withholds approval of ap- 
plications in which they are concerned. 


Book on Crooked Work. 


It frequently has happened that an examin- 
er has failed to discover defalcation on ac- 
count of lack of familiarity with the methods 
of concealment employed. So that his subor- 
dinates may be cognizant of the numerous 
devices practiced, Mr. Murray has prepared 
a confidential publication which describes 
fifty-two separate and distinct plans used 
in part to defraud banks. With these in- 
stances In mind it ought not to be difficult for 
an examiner to detect defalcation.

BOY BURGLAR WIELDS ‘JIMMY’ 


Peter Ochab, 11, Tells How He 
Pried Door Open to Rob. 


STORY AMAZES THE COURT. 


Little Fellow’s Father Is Out of Work 
and Family Destitate. 


Peter Ochab, leader of a daring trio of bur- 
glars, caused amazement in Judge Pinckney’s 
court yesterday as he recounted their recent 
exploit in housebreaking. 

The crime confessed was not so astounding 
in itself as was the fact that Peter Ochab 
is only 11 years old and his two companion 
desperadoes, Patrick O’ Donnell, 14, and Peter 
Nawrocki, 13 years.old.

ESCAPE FROM PURSUERS. 


Seamen Accuse Illinois Stee] 
Company and Lake Carriers 
of Peonage in Strike. 


After beating off two men who are said to 
be members of a “ wrecking crew’ in the 
morning, Harry Walker, a nonunion driver 
employed by the Western News company of 
215 Madison street, was attacked by them 
again last night and beaten into unconscious- 
ness. 

Pedestrians witnessed the second attack, 
which was at Federal and Van Buren streets, 
and gave chase, but the assailants fied south 
in Dearborn street and escaped. 

Walker was hurried to the City Relief hoe 
pital, where it was found that he was suffer- 
ing from scalp wounds and bruises all over his 
head and body. After being treated he was 
taken to his home at 8 Sixtéenth street. 
Then he gave a description of his assailants. 


First Attack Defeated. 

The two men surprised Walker at the 
Northwestern depot early in the day. He 
beat them off and they disappeared in Welle 
and Kinzie streets. 

While he was walking west in Van Buren 
street in the evening, the same two men 
leaped at him from behind. He fought back, 
but they felled him with blows on the head 
with brass knuckles or some such instrument. 

Bystanders hurried to the assistance of 
Walker, who had been stunned. The two men 
waited long enough to kick him, inflicting 
severe injuries, and then ran. 

Policeman De Lacey of the Harrison street 
station hurried in pursuit, joiring a crowd 
that had taken up thechase They followed to 
Harrison and Dearborn streets, where they 
lost sight of the fugitives. 


Seamen Accuse Carriers. 

Charges that nonunion seamen have been 
forcibly detained and compelled to act as 
strikebreakers by the Illinois Steel company 
and the Lake Carriers’ association were 
made by Thomas A. Hangon, treasurer of 
the Seamen's union.

MOVE TO HOLD UP DEAL. 


Suggestions Made That  Inde- 
pendents Should Have Chance 
and City Share Profit. 


Obstructions bobbed up yesterday in the 
hitherto unimpeded path of the proposed ab- 
sorption of the telephone features of the IIli- 
nois Tunnel company’s franchise by the Chi- 
cago Telephone company. 

In a critical discussion before the council 
committee on gas, oil], and electric light the 
ordinance desired by the tunnel company to 
permit the transfer was jolted from one bump 
to another. . 

Directly in its path was a suggestion by 
Ald. Finn that no action should be taken until 
the end of the next twelve months, when the 
Chicago Telephone company will have an op- 
portunity to show its hand in the revision of 
rates. 

No less discomforting to the immediate 
beneficiaries of the proposed merger was a 
proposition that the tunnel equipment and 
franchise provide @ means whereby inde- 
pendent companies shall be allowed long dis- 
tance connections with Chicago. 


Suggests Tax on Deal. 

There also was a suggestion that the 
tunnel company might be compelled under 
the franchise to pay to the city 20 per cent 
of the purchase price of its telephone rights. 

Beside the committee there were present 
B. E. Sunny, president of the Chicago Tel- 
ephone company; Nathaniel C. Sears, at- 
torney for the Illinois Tunnel company, and 
H. D. Critchfield and Secretary Ware of 
the International Independent Telephone 
association. 

During the reading of the ordinance as in- 
troduced in the counti) Ald. Theodore K. 
Long interrupted with a question. The clerk 
was reading the first section, authorizing 
the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph ‘com- 
pany to transfer its telephone rights to “ any 
individual, firm, or corporation now having 
a grant from the city to conduct, maintain, 
and operate a telephone business.”’ 

“ Aren't the words ‘ now or hereafter hav- 
ing?” asked Ald. Long. 

When told that “ or hereafter” had been 
omitted he raised his eyebrows. 


Finds “Joker’’ in Ordinance. 

“They're in the draft,”” he said, “and 
that’s an important alteration. There is 
only one other company now having such a 
grant from the city.” 

Ald. Long also called attention to a pos- 
sibility of the city claiming a share of the 
purchase price. 

Mr. Critchfield said the independent asso- 
ciation was not seeking to establish a sec- 
ond system in Chicago, but, he urged, the 
lack of connection with Chicago was sending 
business in other directions. 

Mr. Critchfield and President Sunny were 
asked to submit written statements and fig- 
ures next Thursday. 

The committee approved for passage an 
ordinance revising the rates for electrical] in- 
spection, the new measure to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1910, to save the city $6,000.

This machine, with a gross weight of more 
than 200 tons and extreme height above 
foundations of about eighty feet, is by far 
the largest testing appliance ever construct- 
ed. Engineers say the reason there always 
is so much uncertainty about the strength 
of @ great bridge like the Queensborough or 
the Manhattan, the sustaining capacity of 
both of which has been questioned, is be- 
cause no machines ever have been construct- 
ed of sufficient power to test the great col- 
umns of steel used in them. 

The machine in its simplest form is noth- 
ing more than a huge hydraulic press with 
one adjustable head and a weighing system 
for recording the pressure developed in it 
by means of a triple plunger pump. Between 
the base of the machine and the adjustable 
head when removed to the farthest point is 
a distance of sixty-five feet, consequently 
the machine is capable of testing the sup- 
porting strength of a column more than sixty 
feet in length.

Never- 
theless the members had not abandoned their 
original aspiration for independence. and 
therefore he moved that the Filipino dele- 
gates to the congress of the United States be 
instructed to present the question to that 

body whenever an opportunity was offered. 
The members of the Progreésita or minor- 
ity party asked permission to abstain from 
voting, which was granted. All the Nation- 

alists then voted in favor of the resolution. 


Closing Days Marked by Harmony. 


The closing days of the session were 
marked by harmony between the assembly 
and commission, and practically all the im- 
portant legislation desired by the govern- 
ment was enacted. 

Among the most important measures 
passed was the railway guaranty bill, which 
insures the construction of a railway to 
Buigo and the extension of the lines in cen- 
tral Luzon to the extreme southern part of 
the island, practically making a trunk line 
across Luzon from north to south, and a 
bankruptcy act of general application. 

It was decided to change the date of the 
meeting of the legislature from the hot 
spring season to October, and therefore there 
will be no further session wntil the fall of 
1910. The total amount of hte budget passed 
is $8,250,000. 


ICE STILL HOLDS STEAMER; 
PASSENGERS WALK TO SHORE. 


Mongolian May Be Released from New- 
foundland Floes Today Unless Great- 
er Storms Arise. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., May 20.—Notwithstand- 
ing efforts to assist it, the Allan line steam- 
er Mongolian, which has been wedged in an 
ice pack off the mouth of this harbor since 
yesterday, was still imprisoned tonight. 
During the evening a heavy swell caused 
the steamer to rise and fall, but no damage 
resulted. 

It is thought that an attempt by the stout 
sealing steamer Diana to open up a lane be- 
tween the Mongolian and the narrow harbor 
opening will be successful by tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Owing to the steady southward trend of the 
labrador current, the Mongolian tonight 
was a considerable distance farther from the 
entrance to the harbor than it was last 
night. On all sides of the steamer stretched 
an almost compact, although irregular, coy- 
ering of ice.

Death Duties Denounced by

ISSUES DIRE WARNING. 


Former British Premier Urges 
Care Not to Associate Democ- 
racy with Plundering. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON. May 20.—The house of commons 
passed the new death duties by a vote of 298 
to 122, the settlement duties 300 to 123, the 
legacy succession Guties by 300 to 127, the 
automobile taxes without division and: the 
reduction of the sinking fund by 208 to 50. 

Ex-Premier Balfour again strongly de- 
nounced the death duties. 

“Tet us be careful’ he said, “ we do not 
associate democracy with robbery, an asso- 
ciation which never has been true in any civ- 
fized, modern state, and which I hope never 
will be true in this country, but it seems near- 
er after this budget than ever before.” 


Hard Times for Rich Man. 

Under the new budget, which is the crea- 
tion of Lioyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, the poof rich man has a hard 
lot. He must pay over an 8 per cent income 
tax, $200 a year for each of his big automo- 
biles, double the former tax on all stock ex- 
change transactions, a new tax on all his 
land, and 20 per cent of all the increase in 
land values. When he dies, if he was & 
milionaire, the state will seize a maximum 
of 27 per cent of his entire property. 

This is divided into three taxes, 15 per 
cent death duties, a 10 per cent legacy duty 
on all bequests except to near relatives, and 
a general tax of 2 per cent on all estates 
passing to probate. There are numerous in- 
stances annually where estates pass to pro- 
bate twice in the same year through the 
death of an heir of the first owner. 


Would Confiscate Over Half. 

The operation of the new law would confis- 
cate to the state as high as 54 per cent of such 
property. If the total amounted to a million 
or more the burden upon large estates would 
be even greater than these figures would indi- 
cate, for the government compels immediate 
cash payment by the great properties. 

Of course, they do not represent cash, but 
all manner of investments. Executors are 
required to make immediate forced sales of 
sufficient property to satisfy the government 
demande. This especially is so when the real 
estate involves heavy sacrifice.

WORKMEN AND POLICE CLASH;

Trouble Due to Body of Diggers March- 
ing Down Streets and Shouting 
“Down with Clemenceau.” 


PARIS, May 20.—There was an encounter 
on the streets of Paris this afternoon be- 
tween a body of workmen and a detachment 
of police.

Court Dissolves Marriage and 
Disposes of Children. : 


PARENTS TO SHARE CUSTODY 


Christmas Day Festivities to Be Divided 
‘ for Little Ones.

New York, May 20.—(Special.]—Supreme 
Court Justice Gerard signed an interlocu- 
tory decree of divorce today in the action 
brought by Mrs. Helen Kelly Gould against 
Frank J. Gould, but crossed out the stipula- 
tion by counsel in the case that the evidence 
taken before Edward G. Whitaker, the 
referee, be ordered sealed. 

The court was overruled on this point by 
Charlies Engel, an attaché of the county 
clerk's office, who met the papers when they 
arrived at the office and locked them up in 
a safe. 

In view of the announcement by Justice 
Gerard that the Gould papers were no more 


7 sacred in his estimation than papers in @ 


case which was of no public interest, de- 
mands to see them were promptly made upon 
the clerk who locked them up. He declined 
to open the safe on the ground that he was 


not supposed to know that Justice Gerard 


had laid the papers open for inspection. 


Divides Care of Children. 

The report of Referee Whitaker, which 
was. signed by Justice Gerard, states that 
Mrs. Gould is to have the sole custody of 
her two children, Helen Margaret and Dor- 
othy, from December to April, and the hus- 
band is to have them from May to Novem- 
ber. It makes also detailed directions as to 
the custody of the children. Specific dates 
are assigned for visits to the children by the 
parents. 

In regard to visits to the parents at 
Christmas time the decree sets forth that 
the “children shall pass a portion of each 
Christmas holiday with each of their par- 
ents, thus: On the coming Christmas, 1909, 
and the Christmas of each alternate year 
thereafter the children shall be with the 
plaintif? from 4 p. m. Christmas eve until 
noon Christmas day, and shal] be with the 
defendant from noon on Christmas day until 
the following morning at 10 o'clock, and in 
every other year they shall be with the de- 
fendant from 4 o’clock on Christmas eve 
until noon Christmas day, and shall be with 
the plaintiff from noon Christmas day until 
the following morning at 10 o'clock.” 


Either May Marry Again. 

If the plaintiff remarries the defendant is 
to have custody of the children from May to 
January, both inclusive, with the provisions 
relating to visits in February, March, April, 
and at Christmas in full effect. There is no 
provision for alimony in the decree. The 
decree does not carry with it the stipulation 
that the defendgnt may not marry again in 
this state. 

The defendant is held responsible for the 
education and medical attention of the chil- 
dren. 

After setting forth that the referee has 
found that the material allegations in the 
complaint have been established, Justice 
Gerard says in his order: 

“And it appearing to the satisfaction of 
htis court that the defendant has been guilty 
as charged in the complaint, it is ordered 
and decreed that the said motion he granted 
and the report of the referee confirmed in all 
respects and the marriage dissolved.’’ 

The Goulds were married in New York on 
Dec. 2, 1901. Mrs. Gould is a daughter of the 
late Eugene Kelly, the banker, and is 
wealthy in her own right, having inherited a 
large fortune from her father.

ussion were present. 

Jn calling the meeting to order Father Jet- 

announced the full text of the debate 
as: Resolved, That prohibition as applied 
to the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
beverages is right.’ 

“There is no better city for consideration 
of this question,” he said, “* than Peoria, as 
this city is noted for the manufacture of high 
wines, and when financial conditions are nor- 
mal] the city pays as much as $38,000,000 per 
year revenue, about one-sixteenth of the en- 
tire expenses of the United States coming 
from this district.” 

- The speakers were given one hour each for 
discussion and one-half an hour for review. 
Mr. Sheen was the first speaker. 


Greatest Problem of Age. 


“The subject to be debated,’’ he said, “ in- 
yolves the greatest problem of the dge and 
that is what ought we to do with he liquor 
traffic. Upon that question the people are 
divided into two factions, one faction called 
the ‘Perpetuationists,’ the other faction 
galled the ‘ Prohibitionists.” The Perpetu-

+“ The Prohibitionists claim that the liquor 
traffic ought to be abolished, that the ques- 
tion of right ought not to be a matter of bar- 
ter and sale, and that no section ought to live 
‘upon the vices and miseries of its people. 
My opponent is a perpetuationist, and he 
represents some 300,000 people who are direct- 
ly engaged in the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating beverages, while I represent the 
bulk of the remainder of the people of the 
country. 
Wants Protection for Homes, 


“We want to have the home, the schools, 
and the churches of the country protected 
against the saloons, the breweries, and the 
distilleries. The liquor traffic creates slaves. 
Perhaps one-half of the criminals in our 
workhouses and penitentiaries are there be- 
cause of the liquor traffic. The Almighty 
passed the first prohibitory law in command- 
ing Adam and Eve in the garden of Eden not 
to eat apples, and there were no more applies 
eaten that season. 

“We have prohibitory laws that protect 
horses against glanders, cattle against pneu- 
ménia, hogs against cholera; why can we not 

pretect our boys and girls against the liquor 
tr@fic? A man buys a glass of beer on a 
warm day; it is cool, it quenches his thirst. 
Ice made it cool; ice is made from water. The 
ingredients which are put in the water to 
make beer not only create thirst but would 
kill a dog.” 

After discussing the difficulties of enforcing 
a prohibitory law the speaker quoted at 
leneth from the decisions of the Supreme 
court on the constitutionality of prohibitory 
enactments, 


Mayor Rose Answers Sheen. 


Mayor Rose opened by complimenting his 
opponent and said that it was the most able 
exposition of the other side he ever had 
heard. He took the stand that prohibition 
did not prohibit and that all laws of that kind 
from the beginning had been violated. He 
spoke of Mr. Sheen’s argument of the pro- 
hibitory laws made by the Almighty in the 
garden of Eden. 

“That was truly the first prohibitory law, 
and, mind you, that first prohibitory law was 
violated by man,”’ said Mr. Rose. 

In taking up one of Sheen’s references to 
the early prohibition law he quoted from the 
counsel of the defense in the case in question 
by saying that when Noah landed from the 
ark he raised grapes, made wine, and became 
a drunkard.

“Tam here to bring before you,” continued 
the mayor, “the history of the last two 
thousand years. Prohibition never has been 
enforced as you say it must be and every at- 
tempt at its enforcement has been followed 
by dismal and abject failure. You never can 
legislate men into morality, and this whole 
question of temperance and prohibition is

Vance of Chicago presenting the name of Dr.

Holt of Chi- 
cago, president of the National Presbyterian 
Brotherhood, as vice moderator.

PROTECT THIS LAW. 

The success in the house of the attempt 
to undo the loca! option law, passed by 
the legislature two years ago, should be 
canceled by the senate.

The bill which accomplishes this pur- 
pose provides that the word “ township,” 
as defined in the act, which contains defi- 
nitions of all the terms used in the law, 
shall not include any city, village, or in- 
corporated town. It also provides that 
nothing in the local option law shall be 
a bar to the resubmitting of the anti- 
saloon question in any political division 
which lies wholly or in part within an- 
other political division to which the ques- 
tion already has been submitted and de- 
cided against the saloons. Further, it 
permits that liquor containing more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of ethyl alcohol 
may be sold in anti-saloon territory. 

The local option law is serving the pub- 
lic welfare and should be preserved in 
full force and effect. Itq@s justifying 
itself and will win, if it has not already 
completely won, the approval of the peo- 
ple of the state. 
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REPUDIATED. 

Senator Logan Hay, chairman of the 
committee. on penal and reformatory in- 
stitutions, openly repudiated the emascu- 
lated bill providing for the state charities 
which has passed the upper house. With 
him in opposition were those most inter- 
eated in the welfare of the institutions. 
The members of the state board of cheri- 
ties by unanimous vote have expressed 
their condemnation. 

It is now’ up to the house. The meas- 
ure should be killed.

The 
latter's distaste for the waltz arose from the 
fact that her daughter-in-law, the late Dm- 
press Frederick, shortly after her marriage 
while waltzing with a young officer of the 
guards slipped and fel! to the ground at the 
feet of the late Emperor William's consort.

For 
within the last few years Coningsby Dis- 
raeli has been again making trouble in con- 
nection with the literary remains of his fa- 
mous uncle, which the latter's private secre- 
tary, literary executor, and legatee of all his 
papers, the late Lord Rowton, confided at his 
death to Mr. Moneypenny, formerly of the 
London Times. It is Mr. Moneypenny who is 
intrusted with the impending publication of 
“The Life and Correspondence of Lord 
Beaconsfield,’ and it is known that he is re- 
specting the wishes both of Lord Rowton and 
of Lord Beaconsfield in exercising the utmost 
discretion in his labors.

Lord Beaconefield in his will directed Lord 
Rowton, in dealing with hie correspondence 
and diaries, ‘‘ to scrupulously respect every 
confidence reposed in me, and to allow noth- 
ing to be published caiculated to do injury 
to the public service, or to inflict needless 
pain on the living or on the families of the 
dead, and that no portion of my ccrrespond- 
ence with her majesty, Queen Victoria, 
shall be published or made known. until the 
said Lord Rowton shall have. ascertained 
that no objections were entertained to such 
use of the correspondence on the part of her 
majesty during her life, or on the part of her 
heirs after her death.” It is generally un- 
derstood that on the strength of this clause of 
the will Lord Rowton, who was also one of 
the executors of Queen Victoria's wil) and 
adrninistrater of her private fortune, turned 
over to her every scrap of Lord Beacons- 
field's correspondence with her and with 
the members of her family, to be preserved 
with other papers of the same kind in the 
royal Hbrary at Windsor castle among the 
family archives of the reigning house. 

Coningsby Disraeli, on the other hand, has 
repeatedly put forward demands that his 
uncle's papers shall be published in full, and 
on one occasion actually threatened to in- 
voke the law unless his demands were com- 
plied with, especially in connection with the 
letters written by Beaconsfield to old Mrs. 
Wyndham \ Lewis, the eccentric lady who 
befriended him in a variety of ways during 
her lifetime, and who bequeathed to him a 
considerable amount of money at her death.

The late Lord Beaconsfield’s intimate 
friende and adm¥rere and also the reigning 
house are disposed to resent this attitude 
on the part of Coningsby Disraeli and to 
ascribe it rather to a determination to ad- 
vertise himself than to any feelings of devo- 
tion to the memory of his uncle, whom he 
scarcely knew. For Lord Beaconsfield wag 
not on speaking terms with his elder brother, 
Ralph Disraeli, and held but little inter- 
course with the latter’s son, Coningsby, 
whom he saw at the most half a dozen times. 
Nevertheless he felt the necessity of leaving 
Hughenden manor, an estate of which he 
was proud, to his nearest living relative and 
bearer of his name. All his most cherished 
belongings, however, and his papers he be- 
queathed to his faithful and devoted secre. 
tary, Montague Corry, Lord Rowton. 

When Coningsby Disraeli grew up and en- 
tered in@ possession of Hughenden, some of 
his uncle's personal and political friends 
helped him into parllament as member for 
Cheshire,.and were disposed to further his 
career in every way. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, he became imbued with the idea that 
the crown should have revived his uncle's 
earldom of Beaconsfield in his favor on hig 
coming of age, and his vain efforts to bring 
this about and the bitterness resulting from 
failure ended by estranging from him hig 
uncle’s friends and by causing them to for- 
feit whatever good will he might have en. 
joyed at court by reason of his name. He 
lost his seat in parliament and has virtually 
passed out of existence, both in a politica) 
and a social] sense, though, thanks to hig 
marriage with the daughter of a rich wine 
merchant of the name of Silva, he is in fairly | 
affluent circumstances.

AID FOR CIVIL SERVICE MEN. 


Employes of Government in Chicago Ad- 
vocate Extension of Retirement 
Fund to All Districts. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.J— 
Ten thousand federal employés in Chicago 
are interested in the tenth annual conven- 
tion of the United States Civil Service Re- 
tirement association, which began here to- 
night. The representatives of Chicago in the 
convention are George E. McGrew, general 
night superintendent of the Chicago post- 
office, and Charles W. Commons, liquidator 
in the custom house. 

Mr. Commons is secretary and Mr. McGrew 
treasurer of the Chicago branch of the asso- 
ciation.

employés in the United States. It is believed 
that eventually all these employés will takea 
vita] interests in the objects fot which the as- 
sociation was organized.

CHARGES AGAINST SANTA FE. 


Chicago Fruit Men Want the Western 
Railroad’s Loading Charges 
Stopped. 


Complaint against the Santa Fé’s loading 
and unloading charges on carload shipments 
of produce has been filed with the interstate 
commerce commission by the Wholesale 
Fruit and Produce association, an organ- 
igation of Chicago dealers. A hearing will 
be held on Monday before Special Examiner 
Brown. 

The association, represented by Edward G. 
Davies, asks that the road be compelled to 
abolish its charges for produce when shipped 
in packages. According to an order of the 
interstate comgnerce commission, the frail- 
roads are required t0 perform this service 
without charge on fruit and vegetable ship- 
ments at Chicago. Mr. Davies wants the 
privilege extended to other shipments, in- 
cluding oysters, honey, etc. 

The Santa Fé intends to contest the case, 
maintaining that one of the considerations 
under which a lower rate is given on carload 
shipments is that the consignor or consignee 
shall pay the cost of loading or unloading.

Terre Haute, Ind., May 21—[Special.]—The 
Sunday school as a check on the growth of 


by the.Rev. Dr. George Eckman of New York. 
who spoke on “The Sunday; School and the 
Community ” at the first anniversary cele- 
bration of the Sunday school board of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 

“ Socialism has its Sunday schools, its cate- 
chisms, and lesson leaves,” aid Dr. Eckman. 
“In England its advocates hawee hymn book 
for the so-called labor church, and they sing 
the hymns lustily, too.” 

“The Sunday school is the strategic point 
at which this problem is to be met. To know 
the habits of the people of Burope and Amer- 
ica is more important than to know the cus- 
toms of the Hittites and Perizzites. 

“Our people are almost universally ortho- 
dox. They don’t care a picayune about our 
piscussion of order and ecclesiastical différ- 
ences and our theological disquisitions, but 
they are keenly alive to social, economical, 
and industrial questions.” 


Protest Against Child Labor. 

Dr. Eckman entered a vigorous protest 
against child labor. \ 

“Modern civilization,’”’ he said, “‘ breaks 
men by its tremendous strain and, like worn- 
out locomotives, they are thfown on the scrap 
heap. We must protect our children from 
early breakdown-and, we must keep them 
from being embittered against society.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. 8. L. Beiler, dean of the schoo] 
of theology of Boston university, paid Dr. 
Eckman a compliment.for his “ inspiring, 
eloquent address,"’ but he strongly objected 
to the insinuation that more prominence is 
being given to Hittites than to New Yorkites, 
Chicagoites, er Terre Hauteites. 

*“ We do teach our theological students the 
facts about the old testament,"’ said Dr. 
Beller, *‘ but for every hour we spend on this 
kind of study we give one hundred hours 
to the consideration of questions for the men 
of today.” 

Dr. Beiler refuted the criticism of Dr. Ly- 
man Abbott ‘recently made, that the theo- 
logical schools are too much given to old fogy- 
ism, and the criticism of others that the theo- 
logical schools are too modern and up to date. 


Pastor’s Duty in Sunday School. 
Dr. Beiler first startled his hearers by de- 
‘claring that paragraph 422 ought to be ex- 
punged from the Methodist discipline. But 
he explained that the paragraph reads: 

‘It is the duty of the pastor to visit the 
Sunday school.*’ 

“It is not the duty of the pastor to * visit’ 
the Sunday school,”’ he said, “ it is his duty 
fo be a constant liver in the Sunday school 
and to be a vital part of it.”” 

The subject Dr. Beller spoke on was “** The 
Theological Schools and the Sunday 
Schools.’”” He claimed that the church is 
having the greatest revival in its history in 
its awakened interest in the child. 

The Rev. Dr. D. A. Hayes of Garrett 
Biblical institute, Evanston, Ill., spoke on 
“The Bible in the Life of the Scholar.” 

“The bible is not a series of texts,”’ Dr. 
Hayes declared, “but is a story for con- 
tinuous reading. It is not only the greatest 
book, but the most interesting book any boy 
ever read.°’

Althoitigh.the branch school was con- 
demned in January, the first intimation’ of 
this action was received by the board of edu- 
cation through a communication presented 
by Dr. R. A. White at the regular meeting 
Wednesday night. Dr. White presented a 
petition from the residents of the school dis- 
trict for a new building. With the petition 
was a letter from the health department 
stating that the old building had been con- 
demned. | 
- he communication brought a reply from 
Otto C. Schneider, president of the board. 
to the effect that the Longwood branch was 
no worse than other branch school bulldings 
in the outlying districts, and that the school 
population there did not warrant the erec- 
tion of a new building of the accepted $280,- 

t 
wits ooeble of this district believe they 
should have a new school, and if the old 
building has been condemned by the health 
department as insanitary, their request 
should receive serious consideration,’ said 
Dr. White in presenting the petition. 


Other Buildings as Insanitary. 
*7 visited -this school this morning,” said 
‘President Schneider. ‘‘ Conditions out there 
are not exactly ideal, but they are not as 
bad as they might be, nor worse than at other 
branch schools. There are other districts 
that need school buildings every bit as mudh

as the Longwood district does. It !s im- 
possible to meet all these needs at once. 

“The health department has not notified 
us that the Longwood branch has been con- 
demned. It is in a sparsely settled cam- 
munity, and we can’t put up a $2380.000 
school building when there are not pupils 
enough to fill it. The architect of the boara 
has been working on a number of improve- 
ments for the school, and perhaps the board's 
committees can figure out other remedies for 
the situation.”’ 

The matter was referred to the committee 
on buildings and grounds at the suggestion 
of President Schneider. The Longwood 
branch school is a five room building and has 
an enroliment of 181 pupils with a seating 
capacity of 193 pupils.

Disappointment as to Dividend Action 
of Pacific Roads. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 

NEW YORK, May 20.—[(Special.J—In the 
forenoon part of today’s stock market ses- 
sion prices rose vigorously in continuation 
of the advance under way when business 
closed on Wednesday. Leadership in this 
movement was again assumed by United 
States Steel common, which touched a new 
high record price at 60, ané by Union Pacffic 
and Southern Pacific, great activity marking 
the trading in these shares. 

It was known in the financial district that 
later in the day Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacifice dividend meetings would be held, 
and for some reason or other, although with- 
out any justification in fact, it had been as- 
sumed in highly speculative quarters that 
increases in distributione which have been 


the rule with these stocks for some time would 


take place, Curiously enough, London was 
equally sanguine regarding’ such advances 
and early cables brought insistent statements 
that enlarged payments would be declared. 


Disappointment as to Dividend. 

It was with considerable disappointment, 
therefore, however unfounded the general 
expectations had been, when the directdrs 
of the roads met and declared the usual divi- 
dends.

New Exchange of Real Estate Board 
Opens Formally Today. 


A deal of much importance was closed yes- 
treday on South Michigan avenue in the sale 
by Oliver & Co. for the Interstate Hotel com- 
pany to Col. Livingston T. Dickason, presi- 
dent of the Grand Pacific Hotel company, 
and his associates, of the Lexington hotel and 
leasehold interest at the northeast corner of 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-second street.

The 
ground is owned by the Thomas Lyon estate 
and the lease runs for ninety-nine years from 
1891 at an annual! rental of $22,500. 

This is the second large hotel deal nego- 
tiated by Oliver & Co. along the avenue, the 
other being the sale of the Stratford.
